PENNSYLVANIA STATE GUARD 
Charles W. Johnson, 2d lieutenant, Infantry, has 
prepared the following interesting information regard­ 
ing Company I, 16th Infantry, Pennsylvania State 
Guard, tins city, which is recommended for serious con- 
aideration by every reader: 


Or. January 16, 1942, the first W arren Unit of the Penn- 
*vhra:..s Reserve Defense Corps was formed under the com* 
- of 2r.d UL A rthur F. Dickinson. 
It was comprised of 
ore platoon. 
This platoon was a part of “A” Company, 3rd 
7-.fartry, with Company headquarters in Oil City, which place 
rid two platoons. 
The Company was commanded by Capt. 
Ear! D. McCrea. 
On May 12, 3 942, “B” Company, 3rd Infan­ 
try was formed with one platoon and Company Headquarters 
in Warren 
One platoon in Bradford, and one platoon in Kane. 
This Company was commanded by Capt. A rthur F. Dickinson. 
On December I, 1043, the State organization was redesignated 
the Pennsylvania State Guard in lieu of the Pennsylvania 
Reserve Defense Corps. 
On December I, 1943, “I” Company, 
16th Infantry, was formed in W arren and exists as such at 
the present time. 
In this reorganization the 3rd Battalion 
was formed with one company in W arren, also Battalion Head­ 
quarters. 
One company in Kane and one company in Brad­ 
ford, 
Company “I” being commanded by Capt. Jam es V. 
Scalise and the 3rd Battalion by M ajor A rthur F. Dickinson. 


The majority of the people in W arren have little under­ 
standing of the duties of the Pennsylvania State Guard. 
These duties are mainly in the interest of internal security 
which means the maintenance of law and order in cases of 
disasters caused by natural causes I. e. floods, etc.; also in­ 
ternal strife, such as strikes and the depredation of mobs. 
Let it be said here and now that this organization shall not 
be used as strike breakers. 
Its prim ary interest being the 
maintenance of law and order. 
Being a State organization, 
the activities, and authority of the Pennsylvania State Guard 
is confined to the State of Pennsylvania. In case of a national 
emergency, and by presidential order, the organization could 
be Federalized and used as regular troops. 


In as much as the Pennsylvania State Guard is primarily 
interested in internal security it is therefore natural th at the 
training program lays stress on procedures which pertain to 
such. 
These consist of the psychology of crowds and mobs. 
The forming and use of proper formations. 
The use of, and 
protection against chemical agents. 
The care and use of 
modem fire-arms. 
In addition the personnel of the Guard 
receives the same basic training as any regular member of 
the armed forces. 
This training which is given in one, two 
hour periods each week, is supplamented by a summer en­ 
campment of from 8 to 15 days each year. 


Many young men in the 17-18 age group, who have been 
members of the Pennsylvania State Guard and were inducted 
into the armed forces of the U. S. A., have found the training 
they received a great help. In many cases it has meant pro­ 
motions for Lorn. 
To the men of 35-50 years of age who 
for reasons of employment, family, or physical disability of 
some small nature the Pennsylvania State Guard offers them 
a golden opportunity to serve their country and to participate 
in active service and take pride in doing just a little tilt more 
than the other fellow. 


Company “I", 16th Infantry, drills every Monday night at 
the State Armory, Hickory street, W arren, Pennsylvania, from 
7:30 till 9:30. 
Men from the ages of 17 to 50 are urged to 
enlist, also veterans of World W ar I and II, who, because of 
training and experience, stand a very good chance ot gaining 
ratings in the Pennsylvania State Guard.

Tale of Supply Lines Found 
In Dispatch From Ninth AAF 


From a 9th Air Force 
Service 
Command 
unit 
somewhere 
in 
France comes tho following 
dis­ 
patch to bring news of Pvt, Forest 
C. Curtis, who, since shortly after 
D-Day, has been driving the sup­ 
ply lanes to and from front lines 
of our swiftly advancing arm ies in 
the European Theatre of Operat­ 
ions: 
Assigned to 
a 
quartermaster 
truck group which specializes 
in 
hauling tons of bombs, munitions 
and supplies “round-the-clock’' to 
advance depots and air strips of 
ithe Ninth Air Force, Pvt. Curtis 
has followed 
American 
troops 
through France, Luxembourg, Bel­ 
gium and into Germany. 
While the Cherbourg Pennlnsula 
was still the scene of raging bat­ 
tles, Curtis drove his truck along 
the lines carrying supplies to tile 
troops. During the battle of St. Lo, 
Just prior to the 
historic 
break­ 
through by General Patton’s tank 
men, the famed right 
end 
run 
which carried the Allies swiftly 
across France to the Reich bord­ 
ers, Curtis exchanged his truck for 
a bazooka gun, and, aided by his 
buddy, Private Bill Knox of Chi­ 
cago, HI., helped to smash German 
resistance in that sector. 
Across France, 
into 
Belgium, 
Luxembourg and finally Germany 
itself trailed P v t Curtis. Snipers 
fired on his truck as he sped to 
the front Night time held the most 
perils: 
“We had to be doubly alert all 
the time, 
but 
particularly 
a t 
night," he said. 
“Civilians along 
the roads were not to be trusted, 
for too often they turned out to be 
enemy soldiers. Many of our fel­ 
lows were shot up by these ‘civil­ 
ians’.

hicle. When tile officers dismount­ 
ed from the jeep to see w hat the 
trouble was, the ‘civilians’ opened 
fire, killing the officers and wound­ 
ing the driver, who later crawled 
into the woods and escaped to tell 
the story. The ‘civilians’ were in 
reality well-armed German troops 
trapped behind our lines, as were 
the Nazis in stolen American uni­ 
form s." 
Due to his mechanical knowledge, 
for he had been a m aintenance 
specialist for many months prior 
to joining the arm y in November 
as v/ell as during his four years in 
the arm y, Curtis 
frequently 
re­ 
paired stalled Allied vehicles along 
the sides of the roadways. These 
were quickly put into running con­ 
dition and given to Allied troops 
in the vicinity who needed trans­ 
portation. 
“In those days," he said, “we 
weren’t particular in w hat kind of 
vehicle we rode. We used anything 
we could find which we could m ake 
run, and alm ost without exception 
the cars we did find had been left 
behind by the fleeing Germans on­ 
ly a few days before we arrived." 
Private Curtis is the son of Mrs. 
Florence Curtis, 30 Plum street, 
W arren, Pa. His wife, Mrs. Susan 
Curtis, is living a t the home of her 
mother, Mrs. M ary Harmon, RD 
I, W arren. 
Private Curtis is now working 
in the headquarters 
of 
a 
large 
quarterm aster truck 
group 
well 
behind the lines. Occosionally he 
has the opportunity to accompany 
a convoy loaded with supplies to 
the battle areas, and then he re­ 
members the tim es he was bombed 
and strafed by enemy planes; the 
numerous occasions when he had 
to “sw eat out" enemy shell fire 
while w aiting for the engineers to 
finish construction of a blown-out 
bridge over which he could cross 
with his supplies. The thick mud is 
still in edivence along the front, 
but nothing like the first days fol­ 
lowing the dash across France. 
And the snail’s pace which vehicles 
cautiously adhered to has been re­ 
placed by fast convoy driving on 
wide, safe roads.

printed by the War Depart­ 
ment, but plenty of times his­ 
toric messages have been writ­ 
ten on the backs of laundry 
slips, just the same. Paper and 
articles made from it are among 
the most expendable kinds of 
war equipment now being sup­ 
plied to the troops. Which, I 
suppose, is why waste paper is 
today the number one war ma­ 
terial shortage on the home 
front. 
Until you arrive in an active 
zone, you've simply no idea how 
many tons of paper are needed 
to get to an army all the stuff 
it needs . . . and there are about 
700,000 things our Army needs 
right now, and will keep on 
needing till they march into 
Berlin and Tokyo. It's not just 
the ammunition, it’s everything 
else a soldier wants at one time 
or another, in battle or after. 
K and C rations are paper- 
boxed, so is the new U ration 
which first turned up in North 
Africa, containing practically 
everything you'd find in any 
well-provisioned overnight bag. 
I remember the camp of a 
tank unit just back from weeks 
of continuous liq# plunges at 
the front. All around it there 
were piles of paper cartons and 
wrappings, some almost aa high 
as your head. 
I recall a hard-won field but 
lately taken by some of our 
paratroopers not long after D- 
day. It was spangled with the 


vari-eolored parachutes which 
had been dropped with them, 
carrying food, ammunition and 
knocked - down machine guns. 
Those supply parachutes wert 
made of waste paper. 
I can see the piles of blood 
plasma boxes in the hospital 
tents during the Hedgerow War 
in Normandy. They saved many 
a life, and those boxes were all 
made of your waste paper. 
Maybe being a writer made 
me realize how many words it 
takes to fight a war, and I don't 
mean just talk. I mean the rec­ 
ords that keep track of men and 
equipment. 
Records 
are 
the 
only way the big brain of the 
Army which is the General 
Staff can ever remember where 
everything is and where ifs go­ 
ing. There’s an amazing lot of 
paperwork connected with every 
battle, every soldier, every »hot 
fired. 
Even maps consume paper by 
the carload. It took 125,000,000 
of them just for the invasion. 
Maps are often issued to non­ 
coms as well as officers. As an 
advance progresses such maps 
must be changed frequently. 


The picture of this war is 
painted on paper and framed in 
paper, and the sooner we get 
all we need from the home 
front, the quicker they’ll be 
able to add the last stroke and 
come on home. It's not much to 
ask, is it?
